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This is Hillsborough County the fastest growing County in the 
State of New Hampshire which in projections of the next ten years 
show it to be the fastest growing state in New England. 

Hillsborough County located in the very south central part of 
New Hampshire lies just north of the Massachusetts border and con- 
tains the states two largest cities, Manchester and Nashua on its 
eastern boundries with twenty nine towns comprising the balance 
west of the cities as far as Peterborough and north to the town of 
Hillsboro. 

Population of over 192,000, largest of New Hampshire’s ten 
counties. The Merrimack River Valley between Manchester and 
Nashua has long been known for its Industrial locations and labor 
market, noted among those are the many national firms settled in 
Manchester and Nashua. Of interest are the new industrial develop- 
ments being formed, among which is the one at the Manchester’s 
Municipal Airport at Grenier Field.

On the college level, Manchester has St. Anselms, 
Mount St. Mary’s, Notre Dame College, New Hampshire College of 
Accounting and Commerce, all fully accredited four year degree 
granting institutions. Also located in Manchester is the highly re- 
spected Hesser Business College having served the area and state for 
over forty years. Just recently opened in the western area of the city 
is the New Hampshire Technical Institute. In Nashua, there are Rivier 
College and Nashua Business College. Antrim contains the fast grow- 
ing young college of Nathanial Hawthorne. In New Ipswich, the 
home of Appleton Academy. When primary and secondary schools 
become necessary, Hillsborough County has the most progressive and 
ambitious programs and modern and efficient plants to be found. 
New forward thinking people staff these*institutions providing the 
child with a well rounded cirriculum in all phases of their education. 

Transportation? Well represented by rail, air and over the road 
carriers. Over the road carriage is amply provided by over twenty- 
eight. Interstate Motor Freight Carriers providing direct service to as 
far south as South Carolina, west to West Virginia and Pittsburgh, 


Pennsylvania and north to Albany and Montreal Canada. Northeast 
Airlines maintain freight and passenger service from the new modern 
Ammon Air terminal in Manchester to any point you wish to ship. 
For those who are interested in rail, Boston and Maine Railroad 
offers direct freight rail service to most points in the county and the 
Manchester and Nashua terminal areas encompass piggy back facili- 
ties. By highway, Hillsborough is only one hour from Boston, Six 
hours from New York, eight hours from Philadelphia and eleven 
hours from Washington, D.C. Direct overnight service is available to 
all these points. You see, really in our County you have all the ad- 
vantages of the large cities with none of its disadvantages of crowded 
highways, prohibitive taxes and astronomical real estate values and 
ample location so much needed when expansion is necessary. 

So you’re a golfer, skier, camper, mountain climber, equestrian, 
or maybe just a spectator, you will find them all in Hillsborough 
County. Skiing is available for the beginner to expert, at Crotched 
Mountain Ski Area in Francestown, Temple Mountain in Temple, 
Brookline, New Hampshire on the south and Weare and Deering on 
the north. A sailboat on Lake Massabesic, ten minutes from down- 
town Manchester will test the most veteran skipper as will it provide 
the area for the beginner. Swimming and fishing have no limits on 
the hundreds of lakes, ponds and streams that crisscross the entire 
County. The golfer is provided for his game at the luxurious Man- 
chester Country Club in Bedford to the beautiful Nashua Country 
Club where the 1967 New England Amateur Tournament was held. 

In Hudson, New Hampshire just east of Nashua you will find 
the strangest farm on earth, Bensons Animal Farm. Whether you are 
young or old you will return here, again and again never ceasing to be 
awed by the collection of animals from all parts of the world. 

Hillsborough has three fine State Parks in Greenfield, Miller 
and Clough Parks, all perfect for the day picnic with the children or 
the heartier tenter who likes pioneering or the modern day camper 
with his travel trailer home. 

The arts do not go unnoticed in Hillsborough; in Manchester 
is the famous Currier Gallery of Art and on the west in Peterborough 
the renowned McDowell Colony, a summer colony for creative art- 
ists, writers and musicians. For the purveyors of Natural History, 
there is the unique Philips Museum of Natural History located on 
Rt. 102 in Litchfield, New Hampshire. 


The health of our citizens is the most important asset we have, 
taken care of by the most modern complex of Hospitals and clinics 
in Nashua and Manchester plus at the top of 2055 foot high Crotched 
Mountain in Greenfield is located the Crotched Mountain Rehabilita- 
tion Center for the treatment of the physically handicapped. 

You will find eight national banks in the county all using the 
most modern up to date technology in their operations waiting to 
provide you with any services you need. Retail organization has 
leaped ahead in recent years with a potential market, drawing in 
from all New Hampshire points as well as Northeastern Massachusetts. 

Although Hillsborough County is the most urban county in 
New Hampshire, it ranks number one in agricultural production for 
the state, with sales of $10 to $11 million annually. The county 
ranked in the top one hundred counties of the nation in apple and 
egg production, according to the Census of Agriculture figures in 
1954, 1959 and 1964. There are approximately one thousand Farms, 
as such, in the county, of these seven hundred are commercial 
farms where the families earn all or most all their living from the 
farm. Dollar-wise poultry is still the largest agricultural enterprise in 
the county, which amounts to about $5,000,000., dairying is second, 
doing about $3,000,000, and fruits and vegetables third with 
$2,500,000. 

We are continuing to experience a shrink in the numbers of 
farms, but farms staying are getting larger. The large dairymen are 
now milking over one hundred cows. Several of the larger fruit grow- 
ers are producing eighty to one hundred thousand apples and indi- 
vidual poultrymen are handling over fifty thousand layers. Not too 
many years ago, a dairyman would keep twenty milkers and a 
poultryman about two thousand layers to make a living. 

We hope this short synopsis of our county has interested you. 
In the ensuing pages you will find more pertinent information to the 
actual functioning of our government in Hillsborough County.

First meeting held at Moore General Hospital. Due to the 
weather, Mr. Billings was unable to attend. 

Function of the Committee is to look at the present setup and 
determine needs for the near future and more distant future. If Fed- 
eral Aid is to be received in the future, determination must be made 
as to the needs or the feasibility of a new building of possibly 200 
beds. This would be for extended care. Remodeling of the present 
facilities is needed to be of greatest value with the present structural 
setup. 

The Commissioners stated that application for Federal funds 
are filed in case decisions are made to build as the order of filing may 
affect the receiving of revenues. 

Mrs. Lamy conducted us through the north wing, telling us 
what has been recommended to be able to bring in more revenue 
from the area if remodeling is done. 

1. The present Pediatric Ward could be made into Extended 
care by removing some walls and making double rooms instead of 
single. This would allow for the use of new beds which are larger than 
the old type and would give room for the use of oxygen, if needed. 

2. Another bathroom is needed. (At present there are 14 beds 
with but one bath and no running water in rooms.) 

3. Running water is needed in each room. 

4. Oxygen and suction might be installed. 
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5. A dining room could be installed off the pantry-kitchen. 

On the second floor, there could be a Pediatric Ward, one 
single room and the other double. These rooms would accomodate 
cribs. A playroom and dining room is needed on this floor. The bath- 
room would need to be adapted to childrens’ use. 

(Personal observation — cement broken — floor at entrance to 
classroom.) 

The Caron Building needs kitchen facilities to be increased. 
Current capacity is for some cooking (short order type) for 30 and 
not for the present 116 now in the building. Also a combination din- 
ing-recreation room is needed. One possibility would be to connect 
the two wings with the kitchen area. Ceilings are too low in the base- 
ment and there is more of a fire hazard if a kitchen were to be con- 
sidered for this area. 

It was decided that if it were possible to get Mr. Billings for 
next Friday, April 14, the next meeting would be held then at Moore 
General Hospital at 2:00 P.M. Mrs. Lamy will be on vacation but 
Mr. Card will be there and can answer any questions pertinent to the 
situation.

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures — 
Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits A-3 & A4) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and expenditures, 
estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended December 
31, 1966, are presented in Exhibits A-3 and A. As indicated by the 
budget summary (Exhibit A4), a revenue surplus of $87,208.72, less 
a net overdraft of appropriations of $17,482.48, resulted in a net 


budget surplus of $69,726.24. 
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Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: 
(Exhibit B-1) 


A summary statement of the receipts and expenditures of the 
County for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1966, made up in 
accordance with the uniform classification of accounts, is indicated 
in Exhibit B-2. 


ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 


An examination was made of a sufficient number of orders 
issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the Superior Court, as 
well as supporting invoices and payrolls, to satisfy the requirements 
of accepted standards of audit procedure. The classification of 
expenditures was noted. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the Superior 
Court of Hillsborough County were examined. Court receipts were 
checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be properly 
recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were supported by 
invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a mafia 
Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM AND HOSPITAL 


The accounts of records of the Superintendent of the County 
Farm and the Moore General Hospital were examined. Receipts of the 
Farm from the sale of livestock and produce and from boarders were 
checked by source through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts 
of the Farm as well as the receipts of the Hospital, as recorded in 
the cash book, were properly accounted for by the Superintendent 
through the deposits in the bank to the credit of the County 
Treasurer’s account. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Net Overdraft of Appropriations: 


It is noted that in the fiscal year 1966 there was a net overdraft 
of budgetary appropriations of $17,842.48, (as indicated by Exhibit 
A-4) after giving effect to supplemental appropriations of $30,000.00 
which were approved by the Executive Committee of the Legislative 
Delegation on December 28, 1966. Therefore, contrary to the pro- 
visions Of R.S.A. 24:15, the excess expenditures of $17,842.48 were 
made without approval of the Executive Committee. 
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It is also noted the records do not indicate that a public hearing 
was held in connection with the supplemental, appropriations of 
$30,000.00, approved by the Executive Committee. This procedure 
is likewise required by the provisions of R.S.A. 24:15. 


Chapter 24, Section 15, of the Revised Statutes Annotated 
(as amended), pertaining to the matter of exceeding county 
appropriations, is quoted herewith: 


24:15 Exceeding Appropriations. No county commissioner 
shall pay, or agree to pay, or incur any liability for the payment 
of, any sum of money for which the county convention has 
made no appropriation, or in excess of any appropriation so 
made except for the payment of judgments rendered against 
the county. In the case of an emergency, however, county 
commissioners may apply to the executive committee, which, 
after a public hearing, may grant to the county commissioners 
authority in writing to make such emergency payment. Unless 
otherwise ordered by the county convention under the pro- 
visions of section 14, whenever it appears that the amount 
appropriated for a specific purpose will not be used in whole 
or in part for such purpose, the county commissioners may use 
such sum to augment other appropriations, if necessary, pro- 
vided the total payments for all purposes do not exceed the 
total sum of appropriations in any year made by the county 
convention.” 


Competitive Bidding on Purchases: 


As a result of the examination of a substantial number of 
vouchers and invoices during the course of the audit, it was found 
that a large number of purchases in excess of $300.00 were made 
without competitive bidding or waiving of competitive bidding as 
required by R.S.A. 28:8. This section reads as follows: 


“28:8 Competitive Bidding on Purchases. Any pruchase of 
equipment or materials made by a county in an amount ex- 
ceeding three hundred dollars shall be by competitive bidding, 
provided that the county commissioners by unanimous vote 
may waive the provisions for such bidding. In case the 
commissioners so vote a copy of such action shall be recorded 
in their offices with a statement of the reasons therefor and 
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such record shall be open to public inspection. Orders for 
equipment or material to be delivered at different times where 
the single delivery may be less than three hundred dollars but 
the total order exceeds that amount shall be construed as com- 
ing within the provisions hereof requiring competitive bidding.” 


Sound business practices would indicate that wherever possible 
the requirements for various commodities, supplies and materials 
necessary during the year be estimated and competitive bidding be 
followed in order to obtain the most reasonable prices for the 
County. 


Recommendations — Report of Prior Year’s Audit: 


The recommendations made in the report of the audit made by 
this Division for the fiscal year 1965, are being implemented. It was 
also noted that subsequent to the appointment of the new Business 
Manager, substantial improvements in business procedures have been 
effected. 


Conclusion: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184, of the Laws 
of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its findings and 
recommendations (letter of transmittal) should be published in the 
next annual report of the County. This letter of transmittal should 
be included in its entirety but the publication of Exhibits is optional. 


The appreciation and thanks of this Division is hereby ex- 
pressed to the Officials of Hillsborough County and their office 
staffs for the assistance rendered during the course of the audit.

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COUNTY ATTORNEY’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners 
of Hillsborough County 

The following is submitted as the report of the County Attor- 
ney for the period commencing January 1, 1967, and terminating 
December 31, 1967. 

Three Hundred and Thirty Five Indictments were brought 
before the Court and Settled. Seventy Five Waivers of Indictment 
were prepared and settled. Two Hundred and Twenty Eight Appeal 
cases were presented to the Superior Court for consideration and set- 
tled. There were twenty three probation violations presented to the 
Court and dispositions made thereon. 

Hearings were held under the Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement 
of Support Act in fifty five cases 

Twenty Six Petitions were filed under New Hampshire Re- 
vised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 173 which is the Sexual Psycho- 
path Law and determinations made thereon. 

Investigations were made concerning thirty one vehicular fatal 
accidents in which thirty four persons were killed. 

There were twenty six other fatal accidents of a non-vehicular 
variety which were also investigated by this office. The breakdown of 
these accidents is as follows: three suffocations, eight deaths by fire, 
one airplane crash which killed two persons, two drownings, one 
woman killed by lightning, two people killed by electrocution, two 
accidental deaths by shooting, four fatal falls, one construction ac- 
cident which took one life and one accidental overdose of medicine. 

An investigation was made into the murder of one Constance 
Irving and the suicide of Frederick Irving which occurred on Feb- 
bruary 16, 1967. 

An investigation was also made into the murder of one Alonzo 
Flanders on December 12, 1967. A first degree murder Indictment 
was obtained against one Timothy McCarthy charging him with the 
said murder. The case is now awaiting trial. 

Numerous other matters were brought to the attention of this 
office during this period and to the best of my knowledge all have 
settled amicably.

Essentially my report as Catholic Chaplain for the Hillsborough 
County Institutions for 1967 will be the same as have been the re- 
ports for preceding years.

I am in daily contact with patients, residents and staff at the 
County facilities. I believe that patients and staff are aware that over 
and above frequent personal visits, my ministry is available at all 
times if this should be required or desirable.

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1967 REPORT OF THE HILLSBORO COUNTY 
COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 


To: The Hillsboro County Board of Commissioners 
Gentlemen: 


It is again my pleasure to submit this summary of the activities 
of the Hillsboro County Cooperative Extension Service Staff for the 
year 1967. Lengthy, more detailed Annual Reports covering each 
line of work have been filed with the County Commissioners in Man- 
chester and the State Extension Director in Durham. 

The Cooperative Extension Service is a unique, educational 
program made possible through cooperative efforts of the Federal, 
State and County governments. The County Extension Agents are 
staff members of the University of New Hampshire and are supported 
in their work by research facilities and Specialists at the University 
and the U.S. Department of Agriculture. The County Extension of- 
fice is located in the Post Office Building in Milford, N.H. 

Agricultural Work 

(Agent Perley Colby and Area Dairy Agent Ernest A. George). 
The first responsibility is still to commercial farmers, however more 
and more time is being devoted to Community Resource Develop- 
ment Work. 

During the year, 51 meetings were held and over 18,000 pieces 
of literature were mailed out. In addition, 192 individuals came to 
the office for advice or assistance. 

The County office, through the Natural Beauty Committee, was 
active in helping to get 12 more Town Conservation Commissions 
established in the county and during the year, arranged several meet- 
ings for the Conservation Commission. An active program to inform 
contractors, selectmen and others about the new Septic Tank Regu- 
lations was carried out. 

The office is also working with C.A.P. by setting up a training 
program in Parks Maintenance for their New Career Program. 

Home Economics 


Extension Staff members, Harriet J. Nissen and Mrs. Winnifred 
McLaughlin (% time). 

The aim of the Adult Home Economics Program is to teach 
homemakers of the county, so they can be informed consumers, 
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and be a competent homemaker. Lessons regarding problems of the 
home, use of money, consumer education and child care have been 
taught this year. 


Teaching Methods 

1. The Extension Home Economists teach classes to groups of 
homemakers throughout the county. 

2. The Extension Home Economist and Specialists of the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire train volunteer leaders from the different 
community Extension groups to teach homemaking projects to the 
people of the local Extension groups. 349 volunteer leaders help 
337 lessons, reaching 3672.

1. The Convenience of Convenience Foods. 

2. The Wonderful World of Instant Foods. 

3. Nutrition Facts for Moderns.

Homemakers have been trained so they can 
feed the masses in disaster areas. 


6. Consumer education on Buying Resilient Floor Coverings 
and rugs. 


7. Safe use of Electricity. 

8. Tips on Home Landscaping. 

9. How and where to take care of home business papers. 
0. How to Make and Care for Draperies. 
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. Reupholstering, making slipcovers, reseating and re- 
finishing furniture made up the furniture renovation 
program. 


12. Buying, Care and Construction of Clothing for the family. 


13. How to Choose Accessories so the homemaker can be well 
groomed. ? 


14. In Human Relations and Child Development the following 
projects were taught: 


(a) Building Bridges Between Generations 
(b) A Matter of Today’s Values 
(c) Your Responsibility as a Parent 
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15. Out State a Public Affair — 
a project on taxes.

Weekly meetings were held at Palm Street School from about 
mid October until April. Projects — Christmas gifts and cookies 
for children, mending and sewing — food demonstrations. 
The grand total of Agent and Leader Taught Meetings is 660 with 
6174 people attending.

4-H Youth Development 


Staff members — Charles Buck, 4-H Youth Development 
Agent, Josephine Stearns, Associate 4-H Youth Development Agent 
(resigned July 1, 1967), Elizabeth Prough, 4-H Youth Development 
agent, appointed July 1, 1967. 

The 4-H Youth Development Program is made available to every 
boy and girl in the county who is between the ages of 9 — 19, 
regardless of race, creed, color or national origin. The 4-H Program 
involved 1302 boys and girls in 1967, one third of these were from 
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low income areas of Manchester and Nashua. A very effective 4-H 
Summer program in both cities was carried on with additional staff, 
college students supplied by Community Action Program and the 
University of New Hampshire. These young citizens worked in 3227 
different program areas. An integral and important phase of the 
youth development program involves junior leadership — 94 out- 
standing high school aged youth participated in this instructional- 
teaching program. 

Specialized and specific short term programs are geared to the 
urban, suburban and metropolitan areas of the county. A child care 
program, enrolling 80 junior high school girls in Manchester was well 
accepted by school, health and safety officials. 

Adult leadership has continued to increase each year. In 1967, 
there were 419 active adult volunteer leaders who gave a total of 
8799 hours of help and instruction. 

The current trend in the Youth Development program seems 
to be a surge of membership in the urban areas with low income 
youth. The suburban parent also wishes to have the advantages of 
this program and the continued interest remains stable with the rural 
dweller. 

Forestry 

Robert W. Breck, County Forester — As our way of life has 
changed more and more from rural to urban, the forest has reoccu- 
pied the land. While timber still remains a most important natural 
resource, Other uses and values of forest land are being seen every- 
where, but especially in the eastern sections of the county. Rural 
living, recreation and water values are perhaps a few of the more im- 
portant uses now prevailing. 

Many of the woodland owners that your County Forester 
works with today are interested in the conservation of the forest 
resources. The production of timber is associated more with aesthetic 
and ‘‘open space”’ living. Many owners are more interested in the im- 
provement of their timber stands to increase the quality of the crop 
and less dependent on the income from the sale of timber. 

The forests of New Hampshire contribute a great deal more 
than wood products to a better way of life. 

The following is a brief summary of the County Forester’s 
work in 1967: 
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Woodland Owners Assisted 332 
Woodland Improvement 842 acres 
Timber Selectively harvested 3,000 M. Board Feet
